HEAFvSaY: 

On  Sundry,  13  Aug,  1944,  nine  Ambonese  members  of  the  Heiho  were 
shot  because  they  had  stolen  food  Jr or  a  food  godown.  This  had 
0CC1  rred  duiing  the  pest  month.  Not  until  three  quarters  of  the 
stores  were  stolon  were  the  thefts  discovered  by  iJie  Japanese. 

After  investigation,  which  was  led  b/  the  Japanese  Corimander 
IKEBA,  th*  nine  Ambonese  were  named  as  the  perpetrators.  During  the 
investigation  all  Ambonese  (82  men)  were  tied  with  their  hands 
behind  their  backs,  and  they  wore  forced  to  remain  thus  for  36  hours, 
during  which  tim.e  no  food  and  no  water  was  givei  them.  All  of 
them  were  beaten  contlnuousD.y  for  two  hours  by  the  Japanese  attached 
to  the  Heiho  Company.  After  6  hours  the  perpetrators  were  found, 
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and  taken  from  the  others  by  the  Jnpr.neso  Sgt..  LATShASI,  Japanese 
Sgt*  SUSUKI,  Cpl ,  KOPIASI,  Ftc  o  TJOIlOhA,  L.'it.sncsl  carried  an 
automatic  rifle  with  himo  The  nine  Ainbvoncse  were  then  shot, 
some  one  to  2  loii  from  the  place  v^hore  the  other  Ambonese  remained 
tied  up.  This  was  lat.;r  told  by  the  British  Indians,  who  had  to 
dig  the  graves  for  the  victims e  Karnes  of  the  victims  are;

HEARSAY; 

At  Kg.  Tonlnbaubau,  Bougainville  Isl.,  April  19^4,  informant 
witnessed  the  tying  together  of  all  Arrboriese  Ikhio  Personnel  (about 
58).  The  Japanese  ricked  out  nine  men  at  random,  and  shot  them. 

The  rest  were  tied  up  for  two  days.  Informant  heard  that  the  reasrr 
for  this  action  was  because  some  of  them  had  stolen  food  frotn  the 
Japanese  and  thrown  it  away  into  the  ;)ungle  so  that  the  Japanese 
would  starve.  The  names  of  tne  nine  men  who  were  killed  (Ambonnese

The  other 
58  Ambonese  were  tied  together  for  36  hours  and  received  no 
food  or  drink  during  that  time.  They  were  beaten  by  the  Japanese 
with  carbines,  shoes  and  sticks,  etc.
